The afore-mentioned malicious intentions and statements indicate categorically that the Christian 
missionaries have posed a serious threat to the security and integrity of our country. In order to 
meet this threat effectively, I took pains to write this book, so that the world should know where the 
truth lies. 


2. X-RAY OF POPE JOHN PAUL IIIDS DECCLESIA IN ASIA 

(i) PopeDs plan to Christianise Asia in third millennium 


When Pope John Paul II paid a visit to Bharat in November, 1999, he signed and presented on 
November 6, 1999 a document, Apostolic Exhortation, on the Church in Asia, entitled Ecclesia in 
Asia at New DelhiQs Sacred Heart Cathedral in presence of more than 300 bishops of Asia. 
Ecelesia in Asia is a post-synodal address by the Pope to the bishops, priests and deacons of Asia. 
In the Introduction, (captioned as The Mattel of God s plan in Asian ) to UEcclesia in Asian, 
the Pope exhorts the bishops and priests of Asia as under : 

0 Just as in the first millennium the Cross was planted on the soil of Europe, and in the 
second on that of the Americas and Africa, we can pray that in the Third Christian 
Millennium a great harvest of faith will be reaped in this vast and vital continent, □-

The readers should note that the Pope calls the above Plan as UThe Marvel of Godns plan in 
AsiaU. The afore-mentioned words of the Pope made me think as to why the whole of Europe and 
America embraced Christianity. What are the excellences in Bible which attracted the people of the 
West towards Christ and his gospel ? This thought made me study again Holy Bible in contrast to 
Holy Vedas minutely. The present book is the result of my minute elaborate comparative study of 
the two Holy Books. 

(ii) Pope : None else but Christ is the Redeemer of the World 

The norms of courtesy required that the Pope should have paid tribute to the spiritual Heroes of 
Hinduism atleast on the soil of Hindusthan. He not only failed to do so, but also pronounced and 
proclaimed - that too on the soil of Bharat - that no other founder of religion (including Hinduism), 
except Christ is the sole Saviour of the world. He instructed the bishops and priests of Asia 
assembled in the Synod to illustrate and explain this point to the people of Asia unambiguously.

The afore-mentioned words of the Pope prompted me to present to the people of not only Asia but 
also the world a comparative study of Holy Bible and Holy Vedas to enable them to judge whether 
Jesus Christ alone can be the sole Saviour of the world. 

(iii) Pope Els clarion call for conversion of the Asians 

The Pope John Paul II states in para No. four of Introduction to DEcclesia in AsiaD as under : 

r In recalling the Catholic communityUs humble condition, as well as the weaknesses 
of its members, the Synod was also a call to conversion, so that the Church in Asia 
might become ever more worthy of the graces continually being offered by God □ In 
1995, I invited the Bishops of Asia gathered in Manila to Dopen wide to Christ the do 


ors of Asia. □ □

(conversion) is its duty : 

□ The Second Vatican Council taught clearly that the entire Church is missionary, and 
that the work of evangelization is the duty of the whole People of God. E-

(v) Pope : The Peoples of Asia need Christ and His Gospel 

The Pope John Paul II urges upon the disciples of Christ in Asia to put forth their ceaseless efforts 
to fulfil the so called divine mission of converting the peoples of Asia to Christianity on the plea 
that they need Jesus Christ and his Gospel. He says : 

□ The peoples of Asia need Jesus Christ and his Gospel. Asia is thirsting for the living 
water that Jesus alone can give (cf. Jn. 4:10-15). The disciples of Christ in Asia must 
therefore be unstinting in their efforts to fulfil the mission they have received from the 
Lord, who has promised to be with them to the end of the age. (cf. Mt. 28:20). E—

It is a sheer lie that the peoples of Asia need Jesus and his gospel. We know how Christian 
missionaries exploit the ignorance, illiteracy and poverty of the poor tribals and convert them to 
Christianity by the dint of force, fraud and enticement. The illiterate and half-educated people do 
not know the horrible contents of Holy Bible. Hence I felt the necessity of writing this book to let 
the people know the other side (nay-darker side) of the picture. 

The present book of mine is an appropriate answer to the Pope Els clarion call for conversion. If 
conversion takes place only on the basis of freedom of conscience, I am more than sanguine this 
book of mine will inspire the followers of the Pope to embrace Vedic religion. The main purpose of 
writing this book is to present before the people of the world nothing but truth. 

(vi) Misuse of Catholic schools to convert the Asians to Christianity 

The Pope John Paul II exhorted the bishops and priests to use (nay, misuse) Catholic schools and 
universities for evangelization. He says : 

□ Catholic schools should continue to be places where the faith can be freely proposed 
and received. In the same way, Catholic universities, in addition to pursuing the 
academic excellence for which they are already well-known, must retain a clear 
Christian identity in order to be a Christian leaven in Asian societies. □—

It will be sheer injustice, rather betrayal, to the innocent youngsters in schools and colleges, if they 
are misinformed or ill-informed about religion. It is the fundamental right of each student to 
acquire knowledge about any subject from whatever sources it comes. On this plea, I appeal to the 
Christian missionaries and the ruling politicians of Asia to present this book to all the students of all 
the schools and colleges of Asia in order to enable them to know where the truth lies. Without 
comparative and contrastive study, one cannot distinguish between truth and untruth. This is the 


aim of my writing this book to enable the readers to discriminate and distinguish between truth and 
untruth. 

(vii) The Church will be restless till whole of Asia is Christianised 

The Pope John Paul□ s DEcclesia in Asian makes mention of firm determination of the Synod 
fathers to convert the whole of Asia to Christianity : 

'll Indeed they (Synod fathers) expressed the conviction that Dthe heart of the Church in 
Asia will be restless until the whole of Asia finds its rest in the peace of Christ, the Risen 
Lord. □ D 12

It is an awful challenge of the Church to the devotees of Vedic religion, the Hindus, whom I expect 
that they should be restless till all the followers of the Church are enlightened through comparative 
knowledge of both the religions contained in this book, in order to judge impartially which is the 
superior religion and where the truth lies. 

(viii) Pope : Jesus is not a Western, but an Asian. 

The Pope along with the Synod fathers feel a deep sense of anguish and astonishment that most of 
the Asians regard Jesus as a Western rather than an Asian. He means to say that the Asian people 
ought to own and accept Jesus as their only Saviour on the plea that he was born on Asian soil. He 
says : 

□ In the opinion of the Synod fathers, it is paradoxical that most Asians tend to regard 
Jesus - born on Asian soil - as a Western rather than an Asian figure. □—

The afore-mentioned Papal words made me brood over the point that it was but natural that when 
Jesus was born on Asian soil, he must have inherited, owned and adopted the most ancient religion 
of Asia i.e. Vedic religion. Here the question arises as to why he turned away from the oldest and 
the truest religion, whether he found flaws in it, or he was not taught its sublime philosophy. Had 
he been taught the lofty lessons of sublime significance from Holy Vedas, he would not have 
founded new religion. These thoughts stirred my pen to present to the people of the world a 
contrastive and comparative research of the new religion founded by Jesus and the most ancient 
religion of the world i.e. Vedic religion. The truth-seekers who respond to the call of conscience, 
will feel enlightened to peruse the comparative study of the two religions. 

(ix) PopeDs emphasis on evangelization through social communication 

The Pope says : 

Cl echo the Synod Fathers commendation of Radio Veritas Asia, the only continent¬ 
wide radio station for the Church in Asia, for its almost thirty years of evangelization 
through broadcasting flip I take up the recommendations of the Synod Fathers on the 
point of evangelization through social communication. □—

The Hindu politicians of Bharat should learn a lesson from the above passage and utilise all 
channels of T.V. and all Radio Stations at all times to preach and propagate the sublime and superior 
philosophy of Vedic religion not only among the people of Hindusthan, but also the whole world. 

(x) PopeDs Invocation to St. Mary to help converting all the peoples of Asia 


The Pope John Paul II invokes the Virgin Mother of Christ, Holy Mary as under : 

00 Holy Mary, Daughter of the Most High God, Virgin Mother of the Saviour and 
Mother of us all, look tenderly upon the Church of your Son planted on Asian soilU □ 
Protect the Church from all the powers that threaten her Help her to be a true image of 
the Most Holy Trinity. Pray that through the ChurchUs love and service, all the 
peoples of Asia may come to know your Son Jesus Christ, the only Saviour of the world, 
and so taste the joy of life in all its fullness. □—

Thus, throughout the document, □Ecclesia in Asian, the Pope stresses and emphasises on 
converting all the peoples of Asia to Christianity. It is a serious challenge to all the citizens of Asia 
in general, and the Hindus of Aryavarta in particular. In order to meet this challenge effectively, I 
have written this book, which will surely serve as an eye-opener to all. 

3. POLICY OF APPEASEMENT TOWARDS CHRISTIAN MISSIONARIES 

But for the sinister and suicidal policy of appeasement towards Christian missionaries adopted by 
the pseudo-secular ruling politicians of Hindusthan, the Christian proselytisers could not have 
converted millions of innocent illiterate poor Hindus to Christianity and succeeded in establishing 
Christendom in three states of North-East : Nagaland, Mizoram and Meghalaya. The ruling 
politicians of Hindusthan not only bluntly refused to impose a ban on the conversion of Hindus to 
Christianity and Islam, but also they provided the minorities with constitutional guarantee to 
propagate their religion. 

The Christian missionaries are not allowed entry in Egypt, Afghanistan and the Middle-East Arab 
countries. In several African countries, not only the missionaries are banned, but even the churches 
are demolished and the converts, persuaded to return to their ancestral faith. Will the pseudo¬ 
secular Hindu politicians awake and act only when all the provinces of Hindusthan follow the suit 
of Nagaland, Mizoram and Meghalaya, reducing Hindus to minority ? 

In 1954, the government of Madhya Pradesh under Resolution No. 318-716-V-Con., dated 14th 
April, 1954, appointed an enquiry committee under the chairmanship of Dr. M. Bhawani Shankar 
Niyogi, ex-chairman, Public Service Commission, Madhya Pradesh, and a retired Chief Justice, 
High Court of Judicature at Nagpur, to have a thorough enquiry into the Christian missionary 
activities. In 1956, Dr. Niyogi submitted his report and recommended very strong measures 
including constitutional amendment, so as to seal the loopholes in the secular system, imposition of 
a ban on proselytisation and inflow of foreign funds and banishing of all anti-national Christian 
missionaries from the sacred soil of Hindusthan. But alas! The Union Government did not pay 
heed to the valuable recommendations made by Justice Dr. M.B. Niyogi and continued its sinister 
suicidal policy of appeasement towards the religious minorities with the result that today Nagaland, 
Mizoram and Meghalaya are Christian majority states and the newly-converted Christians, who 
were once Hindus, being instigated by the Church, have posed a serious threat to the integrity and 
security of Hindusthan by resorting to secessionism. 

Shri Omprakash Tyagi presented a n Freedom of Religion BillD in Parliament. It recommended 
that there should be no conversion from one religion to another. There was nothing objectionable in 
the bill which treated all religions alike. It did no injustice to any religion. But alas ! Our pseudo¬ 
secular government succumbed, to the pressure of the Church and the Islamic fundamentalists, and 
the most needed piece of legislation was thwarted. 

This book, which is the result of my minute elaborate research, will surely awaken the slumbering 
Hindus of Hindusthan to raise voice against the denationalising campaign of Christian missionaries 
and compel the ruling Hindu politicians to impose ban on the proselytizing activities of the 


Christian 


missionaries. 

4. RIGHT OF RELIGIOUS PROPAGATION GRANTED BY INDIAN 
CONSTITUTION 

The Christian missionaries, native as well as foreigners, did not participate in the freedom struggle, 
hence they had guilty conscience. Almost all of them made preparations to leave Bharat and return 
to England after independece. But in 1950, when the architects of our Constitution made an 
announcement of inclusion of the fundamental right in the new Constitution to □ freely profess, 
practise and propagated religion, the Christian missionaries welcomed the Constitution and gave 
up the idea of returning to England. They succeeded in influencing the makers of our Constitution 
to give them fundamental right to propagate their religion with complete freedom which was not 
allowed even during the British rule. Miss M.E. Gibbs, in her .0 History of the Anglican Church in 
India □, admits : 

dChristian influence secured the inclusion, among the fundamental rights in the new 
Constitution, of the right to Dfreely profess, practise and propagated religion. This 
was a remarkable concession. □—

The Christian missionaries misused the religious liberty accorded to them by our Constitution. 
They accelerated the speed of mass conversion of poor illiterate Hindus to Christianity. They 
construed the words of the Constitution □ to propagate religion freelyd as an unrestricted license to 
convert Hindus to Christianity freely without any hindrance. They began to claim that it was their 
fundamental right guaranteed by the Constitution of India to propagate their religion freely among 
the Hindu tribals and to convert them to Christianity. They threatened that if anybody interfered in 
their fundamental right, he would be violating the Constitution of India. Thus, they openly resorted 
to abuse of the religious liberty accorded to them by our Constitution. Justice Dr. M.B. Niyogi 
describes the situation in his report as under 

□ The various ways which we have already indicated are nothing short of abuse of □ the 
religious liberty □ accorded by the Constitution of India. □—

Dr. Niyogi was not an ordinary man. He was chairman, Public Service Commission, Madhya 
Pradesh, and also Chief Justice, High Court of Judicature at Nagpur. He submitted the afore¬ 
mentioned report containing strong recommendations for amendment of the Constitution as early as 
1956, i.e. during the regime of Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru. But neither Nehru, nor his successors 
cared to implement the said recommendations. Forty four years have elapsed, but the Constitution 
is still not amended in accordance with the recommendation of Dr. Niyogi. It indicates 
categorically that the attitude of our ruling politicians was anti-Hindu. 

The Christian missionaries not merely claimed that the dright to propagate oneds religiond as 
guaranteed in the Constitution, signified the dright to convertd, but also they kn ocked the doors of 
High Courts and even Supreme Court to see that their □ right to convertd is upheld at all costs. 
When the Madhya Pradesh and Orissa governments enacted the □ Freedom of Religion Add to 
control proselytisation of poor illiterate Hindus to Christianity, the Christian missionaries 
challenged them in the High Courts. When they lost the case, they appealed to the Supreme Court. 
The Supreme Court also upheld both the Acts as Constitutional and rejected the argument of the 
Christian missionaries that the dright to propagate oneds religiond guaranteed in the Constitution 
implied the dright to convertd. 


In addition to the governments of Madhya Pradesh and Orissa, the Arunachal Pradesh Government 
also passed the Freedom of Religion Act in 1978. In spite of all these efforts and also the fact that 
the right of conversion is not a fundamental right granted under the Constitution, as decided 
by the Supreme Court, conversions of the poor innocent Hindus to Christianity and Islam have not 
stopped, because the proselytisers are directly and indirectly supported by the ruling politicians, 
who have got their own axe to grind, i.e. to capture political power by the dint of mass votes of 
religious minorities. 

I am more than sanguine that this book of mine will expose not only the claims of Christian 
missionaries regarding the so called supremacy of their religion, but also the pseudo-secular 
politicians, who appease and encourage the secessionist proselytisers to propagate their religion, 
which in comparison to Vedic religion, is too inferior to be accepted. This is the aim and object of 
writing the book. 

5. VILE AND VICIOUS CAMPAIGN AGAINST HINDUS AND HINDUISM 

Christian missionaries and Islamic fundamentalists condemn a Hindu as kafir, infidel, heretic, 
heathen, pagan, atheist, irreligious and damned. 

Christian missionaries do not consider non-Christians as human beings. They claim that only those 
who are Christians deserve to be called humans, while others are animals. They support their claim 
by quoting two dictionaries : World Book Dictionary 71 , in which UChristianO is defined as 
Uhuman, not animalD, and f i The WebsterUs Third New International Dictionary □, in which one 
of the meanings of a □ Christian!! is Uhuman being as distinguished from a lower animalU. 

Christian missionaries assault on Hindus, Hindu culture, Hindu ethos and Hindu scriptures. 
Degradation of Hindus, desecration of Hindu gods, and denigration of Hindu scriptures by Christian 
missionaries boil the blood of Hindus. Church calls us as nChildren of Satan . They say our 
worship is 0 pagan worshipU. They often preach, UHindus are pagans, they will go to 11ellU. The 
Southern Baptists have made up their minds to convert all Hindus, whom they call □ people in the 
dark and hell. □ □ The Hindus, who are groping in the dark, need the light which can be bestowed 
only by ChristU, they claim. 

Thus Christian missionaries not only subvert Hindu ethos and Hindu culture within Hindu 
homeland, but also paint Hindus and Hinduism in dark colours in the media and academia. 

The afore-mentioned vile and vituperative epithets ascribed to Hindus and the bogus claim of 
Christian missionaries that only Christ can enlighten the Hindus who are groping in the dark, have 
prompted me to write this book to let the world know where the light is. I am more than sanguine 
the impartial truth-seekers, after perusing this comparative and contrastive study of Vedas and 
Bible, will be able to judge where the light is, and where the darkness remains. 

Swami Vivekananda □ s blood boiled when he witnessed Christian missionaries indulging in vile 
vilification and vituperation against Hinduism. He vehemently exposed the cunning Christian 
proselytisers and strongly protested against their malicious propaganda. Addressing a Christian 
meeting at Detroit, Swami Vivekananda said: 

You train and educate and clothe and pay men to do what ? To come over to my 
country to curse and abuse all my fore-fathers, my religion and everything!} □ They 
walk near a temple and say, Uyou idolaters, you will go to hellU. But they dare not do 
that to the Mohammedans of India, the sword would be out.... And whenever your 
ministers criticise us, let them remember this : If all India stands up and takes all the 
mud that is at the bottom of the Indian Ocean and throws it up against the Western 
countries, it will not be doing an infinitesimal part of that which you are doing to 
us. n—

It is a matter of immense anguish, agony and amazement that untruth suppresses the truth. This 
book of mine aims at acquainting the ignorant men with truth so that they may not only shun 
untruth but also expose those who preach and propagate untruth. 

6. DECEITFUL METHODS OF CONVERSION 

The Christian missionaries have been adopting all kinds of methods - force, fraud, frightening, 
persuasion, temptation, vilification, vituperation, tortures, torments and even blood-curdling 
atrocities. Terror and tyranny, compulsion and coercion, barbarity and brutality backed by 
Salvation Army were the only methods adopted by the Portuguese Roman Catholic proselytisers in 
Goa. 

Dr. P. Thomas records : 

OJt was the boast of the Hooghly Portuguese, that they made more Christians in a year 
by forcible conversions, of course, than all the missionaries in the East in ten. □—

Gandhiji was fully aware of the deceitful methods adopted by the Christian missionaries in famine 
areas. He narrates his experience in his □HarijanD very candidly : 

El Only the other day .a missionary descended on a famine area with money in his 
pocket, distributed it among the famine-stricken, converted them to his fold, took charge 
of their temple and demolished it. This is outrageous. The temple could not belong to 
the converted Hindus, and it could not belong to the Christian missionary. But this 
friend goes and gets it demolished at the hands of the very men who, only a little while 
ago, believed that God was there. □—

According to Justice Niyogi Ds report, the missionaries in Madhya Pradesh gave small loans on 
interest to the poor Hindu tribals. They knew that their victims were too poor to pay back the 
loans. Hence, they exploited their wretched plight and offered to waive off their loan, if they 
embraced Christianity. Those who neither repaid the loan, nor embraced Christianity were 
persecuted. Consequently, the poor innocent Hindu tribals had no other alternative except to accept 
Christianity willy-nilly. 

Justice Niyogi further narrates in his report 

Shri Chhiddi, cultivator (Mandla, No. 7), who used to receive two bottles of kerosene 
oil and Rs. 13 per month to learn the tenets of Christian religion and induce others to 
do so, was asked not to greet others with the words, I Ram Ram ], but use the words, 

UJai YeshuU . In the letter published by Dr Elwin in !p Hindustan TimesD dated 14th 
June, 1944, there occurs the mention of the fact that those who came under the 
influence of the missionaries began to greet with words UJai YeshuU instead of UJai 
Rama. □

The basic motive of the Christian missionaries in running schools and hospitals is proselytisation or 
creating congenial atmosphere for conversion. It is not selfless philanthropy. Their ultimate 


objective is to de-Hinduise and disintegrate Hindusthan.

! 177/0 social work is the bait, but it is salvation that is the hook that lands the fish. LI

7. DENATIONALISING AND SUBVERSIVE IMPACT OF CONVERSION 

Swatantrya Veer Savarkar, the political prophet of Akhand Hindusthan (United India), said 
candidly 

□ Change of religion is change of nationality. □

Conversion of a Hindu to Christianity is not merely a change in his mode of worship. It is a change 
in his loyalty to his nation. It is a change in his mentality and attitude to his ancestors and his 
national heroes. His loyalty to Christianity becomes his first and foremost duty. His loyalty to 
nation becomes subservient to his loyally to Christianity. His whole personality undergoes a sea- 
change. His name, dress, language, script, customs, conventions, rites, rituals, food, feasts, 
festivals, culture and civilization change with his change of religion. He drifts away from the 
mainstream of nationalism. He no more shares the joy and sorrow of the country with the rest of 
his countrymen. With change of religion, his concept of history changes. He begins to despise his 
national heroes and admire and adore the foreign invaders belonging to his new religion. 

Gandhiji, while addressing Indian Christians- said unambiguously : 

DAs I wander about throughout the length and breadth of India, I see many Christian 
Indians ashamed of their birth, certainly of their ancestral religion, and of their 
ancestral dress. The aping of Europeans by Anglo-Indians is bad enough, but the aping 
of them by the Indian converts is a violence done to their country and, shall I say, even 
to their new religion. Is it not truly deplorable that many Christian Indians discard 
their own mother-tongue, bring up their children only to speak in English ? Do they not 
thereby completely cut themselves adrift from the nation in whose midst they have to 
live FO 22

2. BIBLICAL DOCTRINE OF TRINITY

(c) Convert and baptize all nations in the name of three entities

It is on account of the above text that Christian missionaries bluntly refuse to stop converting 
Hindus to their faith. They claim that it is GodTs command to them that they must convert and 
baptize all people of all nations of the world. When Shri Omprakash Tyagi presented a 
□ Freedom of Religion Bill □ in Parliament, which recommended that there should be no conversion 
from one religion to another, more than three lakh Christians demonstrated in protest against the bill 
in Mumbai, Calcutta, Chennai and Delhi. They claimed that under Article 25(1) of the Indian 
Constitution it was their fundamental right to convert non-Christians to Christianity. They knocked 
the doors of High Courts and even Supreme Court to get their right to converts upheld judicially. 
But the then Chief Justice, Shri A.N. Ray rejected their claim in his judgement. In spite of the 
judgments of Supreme Court, the Christian missionaries, under direct and indirect patronization of 
pseudo-secular Hindu politicians, continue to convert the poor, illiterate and innocent tribal Hindus 
with political motive on the plea that, it is God s command to them that they must baptize and 
convert all persons of all nations on the earth.

(i) Christ was equal to God 

The New Testament states that Christ was in the form of God and that He had full right to be equal 
to God :

(j) Foolishness of Biblical God ! 

The New Testament dubs God Almighty as foolish and weak, though His foolishness (?) is wiser 
than men. Here is the verse :

It is nothing but blasphemy to call God Almighty, the Supreme Lord, as foolish and weak ! 

(ii) Laelius Socinus rejected the Doctrine of Trinity 

An Italian scholar Laelius Socinus (b. 1525-d. 1582) emphatically rejected the doctrine of 
Trinitarianism as irrational and unacceptable to reason. The theory of □ three gods in oneU was not 
acceptable to him. He started preaching UmonotheismU, the principle of one God. Consequently, 
he was declared a heretic and expelled from the Church. Any one who preached UmonotheismU 
was a heretic, not a true Christian in the estimation of the Church. In 1546, Laelius Socinus joined 
a Secret Society, which preached that the doctrine of U three gods in oneU (Trideism or 
Trinitarianism) was untenable and that many tenets of the Roman Catholic Church were repugnant 
to reason. Consequently the Secret Society was banned by the Church and its several members 
were massacred because of their only fault that they did not believe in the cult of Trinity. Laelius 
Socinus had to flee to a foreign place of safety. While in exile, he breathed his last at Zurich. Even 
today when the Church condemns any person for his secular ideas, it brands him as a USocinianU. 

(iii) Unitarians were burnt alive 

In 1662, about two thousand priests were expelled by the Church under the Act of Uniformity, 
because they had declined to accept the doctrine of Trinity and professed UmonotheismU which 
they called UUnitarianismU. They considered Christ as a mere mortal and believed in one God. 
Consequently thousands of Unitarians were burnt at stakes not only in England but also other 
countries. Ultimately in 1813, the Church, under pressure of public opinion, agreed to accept 
□ Unitarianismn as one of several If isms into which Christianity is divided and subdivided today. 

(iv) Rev. William Adam embraced Vedic Religion 

Rev. William Adam was assigned the duty of converting Raja Ram Mohan Roy to Christianity. 
Raja Ram Mohan Roy was a staunch monotheist. So instead of being converted to Christianity, he 
influenced and impressed William Adam to give up his belief in three Christian gods and embrace 
Vedic monotheism. Thus Rev. William Adam, a Christian missionary, who had set out to convert 




Raja Ram Mohan Roy to Christian trideism, ultimately became a Vedantist—. He was, therefore, 
expelled from the Church and declared a heretic and a Socinian. His conversion to Vedic religion 
was reported in the □. Annual London Report of the Missionary Society'll as under : 

□ We mention with deep regret that Mr. Adam had embraced opinions derogatory to the 
honour of the Saviour, denying the proper divinity of Our Lord Jesus ChristU, 
inconsequence of which the connection between him and the Society has been

dissolved. □— 

(v) Superiority of the Vedic Religion

Here some questions arise : When Mary was mother of Jesus Christ, why did she stand out ? Why 
did she wait out till one of the disciples informed Jesus Christ that his mother along with his 
brothers was standing out, desiring to speak to him ? Why did she not go inside to meet her son ? 
Why did Jesus Christ not come out to receive her and his brothers ? Why did he say to the disciples, 


□ Who is my mother ?□ He should have come out immediately and touched the feet of his mother. 
Why did he not do so ? All this indicates that he recognised neither his mother nor his brothers. Let 
the Christian missionaries answer as to why Jesus Christ did not own and accept his holy mother 
and his beloved brothers. 

(iv) Does Christ want his disciples to hate their parents ? 

In Luke 14/26 (the New Testament), Jesus Christ wants his disciples to hate their father, mother, 
brothers, sisters, wife and children. He says : 

15. D26. If any man come to me, and hate not his father, and mother, and wife, 
and children, and brethren, and sisters, yea, and his own life also, he cannot be my 
disciple. □

There is also one positive verse in the New Testament, in which Jesus Christ admonished his 
disciples to □honour thy father and thy mother (Matthew 19/19). This precept given by Jesus 
Christ can be applied to Jesus himself.

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BIBLE PRESCRIBES DEATH PENALTY, VEDAS PREACH 
REFORMATION 

1. BIBLICAL VERDICT OF DEATH PENALTY 

The Holy Bible prescribes death penalty by stoning for a number of offences, sometimes trivial. 
□ Rocks were hurled at the victim, until he or she became a bloody pulp, and the mass of flesh 
ceased to move, □ This horrible method of execution was carried out in Europe for several years in 
the past. 

(i) Death penalty by stoning for blasphemy 

28. D16. And he that blasphemeth the name of the Lord, he shall surely be put to 
death, and all the congregation shall certainly stone him; □ □ □ 


-Leviticus, 24/16 


(ii) Death penalty for straying near Tabernacle 

29. 051. And when the tabernacle setteth forward, the Levites shall take it down; 
and when the tabernacle is to be pitched, the lAvites shall set it up; and the 
stranger that cometh nigh shall be put to death. □ 


-Numbers, 1/51 


(iii) Death penalty for not observing holiday (sabbath) 

USabbathU means a day of the week set aside for religious worship and rest from work, usually 
Saturday among the Jews and Sunday among the Christians. Holy Bible ordains the Christians to 
observe holiday (holy day), a day of rest for God. He who falls to observe, will be put to death. 

30. 014. Ye shall keep the sabbath therefore; for it is holy unto you; every one that 
defileth it shall surely be put to death; for whosoever doeth any work therein, that 
soul shall he cut off from among his people. □ 


-Exodus, 31/14 

31. D2. Six days shall work be done, but on the seventh day there shall be to you an 
holy day, a sabbath of rest to the Lord; whosoever doeth work therein shall be put 
to death. □ 


- Exodus, 35/2 


In DExodus □, the reason given for observing seventh day as a day of rest is, I because God made 




the heavens and the earth in six days, and rested on the seventh day. □ 

It is a human being, not God, who gets fatigued on account of continuous work for six days, and 
needs rest on the seventh day. God Almighty is Omnipotent. To say that He rested on the seventh 
day, as if He was fatigued and exhausted, amounts to blasphemy. Thus the above vese in Exodus 
degrades God to the position of frail human being. 

(iv) Death penalty for disobeying parents 

Here is the most inhuman and the most brutal Biblical law which authorises parents, the father and 
the mother, to bring their own son to the elders of the city to get him stoned to death, for trivial fault 
of disobedience and stubbornness. Read the following four verses : 

32. D18. If a man have a stubborn and rebellious son, which will not obey the voice 
of his father, or the voice of his mother, and that, when they have chastened him, 
will not hearken unto them:D 


-Deuteronomy, 21/18 

33. □ 19. Then shall his father and his mother lay hold on him, and bring him out 
unto the elders of his city, and unto the gate of his place; □ 

-Deuteronomy, 21/19 

34. D20. And they shall say unto the elders of his city, This our son is stubborn and 
rebellious, he will not obey our voice; he is a glutton, and a drunkard. □ 

- Deuteronomy, 21/20 

35. D21. And all the men of his city shall stone him with stones, that he die; so shalt 
thou put evil away from among you; and all Israel shall hear, and fear.D 

- Deuteronomy, 21/21 

No civilized state will approve of and enact the aforementioned brutal Biblical laws. In fact the 
Church was, is and will be the enemy of civilization. The Church and civilization are antipodes to 
each other.

And if a man shall lie with a woman having her sickness, and shall 
uncover her nakedness; he bath discovered her fountain, and she bath uncovered 
the fountain of her blood; and both of them shall be cut off from among their 
people. □

(viii) Death penalty for loss of virginity 

The Holy Bible prescribes capital punishment by stoning for loss of virginity in the following two 
verses : 

39. [320. But if this thing be true, and the tokens of virginity be not found for the 
damsel; □

40. [321. Then they shall bring out the damsel to the door of her father Ds house, 
and the men of her city shall stone her with stones that she die; because she bath 
wrought folly in Isreal, to play the whore in her father Ds house; so shalt thou put 
evil away from among you. □

(ix) Death penalty for adultery 

41. DIO. And the man that committeth adultery with another manDs wife, even he 
that committeth adultery with his neighbour Ds wife, the adulterer and the 
adulteress shall surely be put to death. □

Jesus Christ in Matthew 5/17 endorses the afore-mentioned first seven laws of death penalty 
prescribed by Moses in the following words : 

42. [317. Think not that I am come to destroy the law, or the prophets, I am not 
come to destroy, but to fulfil. □

If the above mentioned Biblical verdicts of death penalty are carried out strictly in modem Europe, 
a great portion of the population of the Western world would be put to death. In modern permissive 
society, there are not many virgins around. In the Western countries there are millions of people 
who do not observe holiday for going to the Church. Now-a-days the Church premises are being 
sold in Europe. In modern scientific era, thousands of educated rationalists in Europe and America 
have started questioning the unscientific and undemocratic teachings of Holy Bible. If the above 
verdicts of death penalty are applied seriously to such rationalists, the population of the Western 
world will surely decrease to a large extent. 

(x) Death penalty for disobeying leaders of the Church 



Clement, the Bishop of Rome from 90-100 C.E., argued that God alone rules all things, that He lays 
down the law, punishing rebels and rewarding the obedient, and that His authority is delegated to 
Church leaders. Clement went as far as to say that whoever disobeys these divinely ordained 
authorities has disobeyed God Himself and should receive the death penalty.— 

Even in the beginning of the twentieth century, Pope Leo XIII argued that the ends justified the 
means. He said : 

□ The death sentence is a necessary and efficacious means for the Church to attain its 
end, when rebels act against it. —

2. VEDAS PREACH REFORMATION 

Holy Vedas, unlike Holy Bible, do not formulate hard and fast laws for each offence. This task is 
left to the legislature. If religious books legislate laws, and those are carried out, the existence of 
legislature will be nullified and there will be no need to elect the members of legislature. Vedas 
never say that criminals should not be punished. But to a man of common sense, death sentence 
prescribed by Holy Bible appears to be too big a punishment for too small an offence like Inot 
observing a holiday□. However, Vedic approach to the criminals or sinners is reformative and 
constructive. Holy Vedas admonish us not to look down upon those who have spoiled and stained 
their life on account of sins or crimes. Indeed they are the wretched souls. But they ought not to be 
despised, discouraged and denounced. They are to be pitied upon rather than hated. They deserve 
compassion and kindness. They should be reformed, elevated and encouraged to shun vice and lead 
virtuous life in future. Uplift the fallen and forlorn is the slogan of Vedic religion. Vedic 
philosophy urges upon reformative and constructive approach.

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BIBLE DENIGRATES WOMEN, VEDAS ELEVATE THEM 

1. DENIGRATION OF WOMEN IN BIBLE 

(i) Biblical God curses all women 

The women have been belittled, humiliated and denigrated by the following verse of the Holy 
Bible, in which Biblical God has cursed all women that He will multiply their sorrow and they will 
endure pain of child-birth and that their husbands shall rule over them because of their no fault but 
that of their first grandmother Eve eating the forbidden fruit in the Garden of Eden. Will any 
educated woman believe in and approve of being ruled by her husband as declared by Biblical God 
in Bible ? Here is the relevant verse : 

43. D16. Unto the woman he (God) said, 1 will greatly multiply thy sorrow and thy 
conception; in sorrow thou shalt bring forth children; and thy desire shall be to thy 
husband, and he shall rule over thee.D 


- Genesis, 3/16 

That is why in nineteenth century some Christian priests opposed the use of anesthetics at the time 
of child-birth on the plea that it would amount to the transgression of the so called divine will under 
which woman must endure pain of child-birth. It was only when Queen Victoria had anestheties at 
the time of her child-birth, that it was allowed to be used commonly. In this connection Bertrand 
Russell, the renowned philosopher, who was awarded the Nobel Prize for literature in 1950, writes : 

□ One occasion for the logical intervention to prevent the mitigation of human suffering 
was the discovery of anaesthetics. Simpson in 1847 recommended their use in child 
birth, and was immediately reminded by the clergy that God said to Eve (Bible, Genesis, 

III: 16) : In sorrow shalt thou bring forth children. □ □

Christian priests condemn birth control. In their opinion, women are machines to produce more and 
more children to increase the population of their co-religionists. Bertrand Russell states : 

QMost of clergymen condemn birth control None of them condemns the brutality of a 
husband who causes his wife to die of too frequent pregnancies. I knew a fashionable 
clergyman whose wife had nine children in nine years. The doctors told him that if she 
had another she would die. Next year she had another and died. No one condemned,, 
he retained his benefice and married again. □—

(ii) Woman was created for man, not man for woman 

The New Testament states that originally man did not spring from woman, but woman was made 
out of man, and that woman was not created for woman Ds sake, but for the sake of man. 

44. D8. For the man is not of the woman; but the woman of the man.D 

- I Corinthians, 11/8 

45. D9. Neither was the man created for the woman; but the woman for the man.Q

In 1977, Pope Paul VI explained : 

0 Women were barred from the priesthood because our Lord was a man. □—

(iii) Christ is the head of man, but not of woman 

The New Testament states that the head of every man is Christ, but he is not the head of woman. 
She is headed by man, not Christ. It indicates that woman does not enjoy equal status according to 
Holy Bible. Here is the relevant text: 

46. D3. But I would have you know, that the head of every man is Christ; and the 
head of the woman is the man; and the head of Christ is God.D 


-1 Corinthians, 11/3 


(iv) Women must remain under domination of men 

The New Testament ordains women to remain under domination of men. They should not teach, 
nor usurp authority over men, but to remain in silence with all subjection. Read the following five 
verses : 

47. Dll. Let the woman learn in silence with all subjection.□

48. D12. But I suffer not a woman to teach, nor to usurp authority over the man, 
but to he in silence. □

When Christian monks in the fourth century hacked the great scholar Hypatia to death with oyster 
shells, St. Cyril explained that it was because she was an iniquitous (wicked) female who had 
presumed, against God s commandments, to teach men.—

0 1 know of no other book (barring the Bible) that so fully teaches the subjection and 
degradation of woman. □

(v) Submission of wives to husbands 

Again the New Testament declares that God considers it as fit and proper that wives should submit 
themselves to their own husbands. Here is the text: 

52. D18. Wives, submit yourselves unto your own Husbands, as it is fit in the 
Lord.D

It is a matter of agony and amazement that the State has played the role of agent and slave of the 
Church in subjugation of woman. In this connection Ms Matilda Joslyn Gage, an American writer, 
states : 

The State, agent and slave of the Church, has so long united with it in suppression of 
womanUs intelligence, has so long preached of power to man alone, that it has created 
an inherited tendency, an inborn line of thought toward repression. □—

Dante (1265-1321), the greatest poet of Italy, continuously fought against the political aggression 
of the Papacy. In this connection, John Bond, the noted American journalist, writes 

□ The great poet Dante, a thoroughly orthodox Catholic, consistently fought against the 
political aggression and against the wild claims of the Papacy. Consequently he was 
driven into perpetual exile and condemned to □ be burnt until deadl 1 in case of 
capture. His famous book exposing the falsity of the Papal pretences in the forum of 
reason and history was ordered burned by the public hangman. A Roman cardinal of 
that day issued an order to open Dante k tomb and have the body tied to the stake and 
given to the flames as that of a heretic. The order was never executed because the 
friends of the great poet interfered. □—

(vi) Women not permitted to speak in Churches 

According to law laid down in the New Testament, women are not permitted to speak in Churches. 
If they want to learn any thing, they may ask their husbands at home, for it is a matter of shame for 
women to speak in the Church. Here is the Biblical text in this connection : 


53. D34. Let your women keep silence in the churches; for it is not permitted unto 
them to speak; but they are commanded to be under obedience, as also saith the 
law.D

54. D35. And if they will learn any thing, let them ask their husbands at home: for 
it is a shame for women to speak in the church. □

Will the educated women believe in and approve of the above text ? If not, let them raise voice 
emphatically. 

The women in England were not permitted to read the Holy Bible for a long time. In this 
connection Ms Matilda Joslyn Gage writes : 

Q For a long period after the reformation, English women were not permitted to read 
the Bible, a statute of the Eighth Henry prohibiting women and others of low degree □ 
from its use. □—

(vii) Woman, not man, must cover her head during prayer 

The New Testament admonishes men not to cover their heads while praying, but for women the 
admonition is different. They should cover their heads during prayer. The Holy Bible further 
ordains that if a woman does not cover her head during prayer, she dishonours her head and looks as 
if she is shaven. The next Biblical command for a woman is more strict. It says that if a woman 
does not cover her head, while praying, let her be shorn. But if she feels ashamed to be shorn or 
shaven, then let her cover her head. Let us read the following three verses in this matter : 

55. D4. Every man praying or prophesying, having his head covered, dishonoureth 
his head.D

56. D5. But every woman that prayeth or prophesieth with her head uncovered 
dishonoureth her head; for that is even all one as if she were shaven. □

57. D6. For if the woman be not covered, let her also be shorn; but if it be a shame 
for a woman to be shorn or shaven, let her be covered. □

(viii) Test for unfaithful wife by making her drink bitter water 

Holy Bible prescribes test for faithless wife as under : Dlf a wife is suspected of faithlessness by her 
husband, she will be brought before the priest. The priest will put her to test by making her drink 
water, which causes curse. If the woman is defiled and has committed the sin of having sexual 
intercourse with the man other than her husband, the water will make her belly swell and her thigh 
shall rot. □ Here is the text: 


58. D20. But if thou hast gone aside to another instead of thy husband, and if thou 
be defiled, and some man have lain with thee beside thine husband; □ 

- Numbers 5/20 

59. D21. Then the priest shall charge the woman with an oath of cursing, and the 
priest shall say unto the woman, The Lord make thee a curse and an oath among 
thy people, when the Lord doth make thy thigh to rot, and thy belly to swell; □ 

- Numbers, 5/21 

60. D22. And this water that causeth the curse shall go into thy bowels, to make thy 
belly to swell, and thy thigh to rot; And the woman shall say. Amen, amen.D 

- Numbers, 5/22 

61. D27. And when he bath made her to drink the water, then it shall come to pass, 
that, if she be defiled, and have done trespass against her husband, that the water 
that causeth the curse shall enter into her, and become bitter, and her belly shall 
swell, and her thigh shall rot; and the woman shall be a curse among her people. □

Why did Biblical God not institute similar test for unfaithful husband ? The above four verses 
indicate the partiality of Biblical God and injustice to women. When will the women awaken from 
sound slumber and raise their strong protest against their denigration and humiliation in the name of 
religion ? 

(ix) Does woman have a soul ? 

Not only the Church, but also the State denied that woman possesses a soul. Matilda Joslyn Gage 
writes : 

As early as the sixth century a council at Macon (585) fifty-nine bishops taking part, 
devoted its time to a discussion of this question, □ Does woman possess a soul ? 

Until time of Peter the Great, women were not recognized as human beings in that great 
division of Christendom known as the Greek church, the census of that empire counting 
only males, or so many \ souls -no woman named. Traces of this old belief have not 
been found wanting in our own country> within the century. As late as the WomanUs 
Rights Convention in Philadelphia, 1854, an objector in the audience cried out : □ Let 
women first prove they have souls; both the Church and the State deny it. □

(x) Biblical law of divorce humiliates woman 

Biblical law of divorce renders sheer injustice and atrocity to a woman. According to Holy Bible, if 
a husband is displeased with his wife, he can divorce her instantly, simply by giving a letter of 
divorcement in her hand and asking her to get out of his house. But Holy Bible does not authorise a 
wife to divorce her husband. The Holy Bible renders another injustice to a woman by making a law 
that if the divorced wife becomes another man ns wife, and if he too hates her and divorces her in 
the same manner, she cannot go back to her former husband, because she is defiled.

64. D3. And if the latter husband hate her, and write her a bill of divorcement, and 
giveth it in her hand, and sendeth her out of his house; or if the latter husband die, 
which took her to be his wife; □

65. D4. Her former husband, which sent her away, may not take her again to be his 
wife, after that she is defiled; for that is abomination before the Lord; and thou

(xi) Could a Christian husband release himself from marriage bond by killing his wife ? 

Ms. Matilda Joslyn Gage, one of the renowned researchers of America, authoritatively answers 
above question in affirmative. She states : 

UAn examination of history proves that in Christian Russia as in Christian England the 
husband could release himself from the marriage bond by killing his wife, over whom 
under Christian law he had power of life and death. Her children, as to-day in 
Christian England and America, are not under her control; she is to bear children but 
not to educate them, for as under Catholic and Protestant Christianity>, women are 
looked upon as a lower order of beings, of an unclean nature. □ —

The Holy Bible states that Noah, the hero of righteousness, drank wine, and was so much 
intoxicated that he made himself naked in his tent. Ham, the son of Noah, saw the nakedness of his 
father and informed his two brothers Shem and Japheth, who took a garment and covered the 
nakedness of their father. Here is the text: 

66. D20. And Noah began to be an husbandman, and he planted a vineyard. □

within his tent.

Holy Bible mentions that Judah instructed his son Onan to marry (have sexual intercourse with) his 
elder brotherDs widow Tamar and produce children in the name of his brother (not in his name). 
Onan did not like that the children produced by his sperm might be called the progeny of his 
brother; hence he slept with his brotherDs widow, had sexual intercourse with her, but spilled his 
sperm (semen) on the ground, because he did not want to produce children out of his sperm for his 
brother. This action on the part of Onan displeased Biblical God, and the Lord killed him. Here is 
the text: 

73. D8. And Judah said unto Onan, Go in unto thy brotherDs wife, and marry her, 
and raise up seed to thy brother. D

74. D19. And Onan knew that the seed should not be his; and it came to pass, when 
he went in unto his brotherDs wife, that he spilled it on the ground, lest that he 
should give seed to his brother. D

Holy Bible narrates that God caused his prophet Isaiah to walk stark naked for three years. The 
Lord said that it was a sign for the people of Egypt and Ethiopia, and the king of Assyria will heap 
the same type of shame upon Egypt by displaying the Egyptian and Ethiopian prisoners, young and 
old, naked and barefooted, even with their buttocks uncovered. Read the following three verses : 

82. D2. At the same time spake the Lord by Isaiah the son of Amoz, saying. Go and 
loose the sackcloth from off thy loins, and put off thy shoe from thy foot. And he 
did so, walking naked and barefoot. □ 


- Isaiah, 20/2

(vii) The daughters □ sexual intercourse with their father 

The two daughters of Lot, who was the nephew of prophet Abraham, made their father drink wine 
at night, slept with him, had sexual intercourse with him and gave birth to two male children by 
their father. The elder daughter gave birth to a son named Moab. He is called the father of 
Moabites till today. The younger daughter gave birth to a son by her father. He was named 
Benammi. He is called the father of the children of Ammon till today. Here is the full text 
consisting of seven verses : 

86. D32. Come, let us make our father drink wine, and we will lie with him, that 
we may preserve seed of our father. □

87. D33. And they made their father drink wine that night; and the firstborn went 
in, and lay with her father; and he perceived not when she lay down, nor when she 
arose.□

88. D34. And it came to pass on the morrow, that the firstborn said unto the 
younger, Behold, I lay yesternight with my father; let us make him drink wine this 
night also; and go thou in, and lie with him, that we may preserve seed of our

And they made their father drink wine that night also; and the younger 
arose, and lay with him; and he perceived not when she lay down, nor when she 
arose.□

If the readers peruse chapter 19 of Genesis fully, they will come to know that Lot was not one of 
those whom Biblical God abhorred. He was dearer and nearer to God. That is why God, being 
merciful to him, saved him by bringing him and his family out of the city through two angels, 


before the city was destroyed by God. 

Here some questions arise : Do the educated Christians of modem civilized era approve of and 
believe in the afore-mentioned verses which narrate sexual intercourse of daughters with their father 
? If they donDt, why do they not raise voice against the said immorality and incest and compel the 
Pope to delete this text from the Holy Bible ? Why do they not openly profess that they dislike the 
said text ? Why do they say that each verse of Bible is holy and true ? How do they claim that Bible 
contains all the answers to all the problems of life ? They call the non-Christians as infidels, but 
actually an infidel is he who pretends to believe in what he does not actually believe. Thomas 
Paine, the famous thinker and innovator, expresses the same idea. He says :

(ix) The prophet Abram Ds illicit connection with maid servant 

Holy Bible states that Abram Ds wife Sarai was barren. So she gave her Egyptian maid, Hagar, to 
her husband Abram to be his wife. When the Egyptian maid conceived, Sarai felt that she was 
despised in the eyes of her maid, so she (Sarai) drove her to wilderness with the consent of Abram. 
Hagar gave birth to a son named Ishmael. At that time Abram was 86 years old. Read the 
following five verses :

When the princes (officers) of Pharaoh saw Sarai, they commanded her before the king Pharaoh, 
and she was taken into PharaoDs palace. The king Pharaoh kept Sarai in his palace and pleased 
Abram by giving him gifts of sheep, oxen, asses, camels, male servants and maidservants. Thus the 
prophet Abram passed on his beautiful wife Sarai, calling her as his sister, to Pharaoh and allowed 
her to remain in his royal palace by receiving in return the afore-mentioned gifts. The readers are 
advised to peruse the last ten verses of chapter 12 of Genesis to understand this episode fully. 
However for the sake of brevity, here two verses are cited : 

103. 015. The princes also of Pharaoh saw her, and commanded her before 
Pharaoh; and the woman was taken into Pharaoh Os house.□

the gifts of sheep, oxen, male-servants, maidservants and one thousand pieces of silver. Here is the

The afore-mentioned verses indicate that thirty two thousand virgins were captured as booty and 
distributed among the congregation and the Lord.

Swiss historian Walter Nigg 
recounted : The thumbscrew was usually the first to be applied : The fingers were 
placed in clamps and the screws turned until the blood spurted out and the bones were 


crushed. The defendant might be placed on the iron torture chair, the seat of which 
consisted of sharpened iron nails that could be heated red-hot from below. There were 
the so-called UbootsU, which were employed to crush the shinbones. Another favorite 
torture was dislocation of the limbs on the rack or the wheel on which the heretic, 
bound hand and foot, was drawn up and down while the body was weighted with stones. 
So that the torturers would not be disturbed by the shrieking of the victim, his mouth 
was stuffed with cloth. Three-and-four-hour sessions of torture were nothing unusual. 
During the procedure the instruments were frequently sprinkled with holy water. —

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VEGETARIANISM IN VEDAS, FLESH-EATING IN BIBLE 

1. VEGETARIANISM IN VEDAS 

Vegetarianism is the pivot round which Vedic philosophy revolves. According to Vedas, flesh¬ 
eating is strictly prohibited. It is not only unnatural food, but also detrimental to body and soul. 

Man is vegetarian by nature. He is herbivorous and graminivorous, not carnivorous. Flesh-eating 







does not suit his body and nature. Those animals which are carnivorous like lion, wolf etc; are 
given by nature sharp teeth and claws in order to enable them to cleave the flesh with sharp claws 
and cut the same with sharp teeth. But human teeth are blunt, fit for fruits, grains and vegetables. 
Human intestines are different from those of carnivorous animals. The intestines of human body 
cannot digest properly flesh of animals. The intestines of those men who are flesh-eaters are 
generally weak. Those who are addicted to flesh-eating generally fall victim to diseases like cancer, 
gastric ulcers, paralysis, high blood-pressure, indigestion, gas trouble, heart-trouble, kidney trouble 
etc. The flesh-eaters no longer enjoy longevity. The germs that stick to the slaughtered animals are 
being devoured by flesh-eaters with the result that they fall victim to those diseases in which the 
slaughtered animals were involved. Tuberculosis is the most common disease among animals 
especially cattle. Besides, flesh-food consists of unexcreted waste material of the butchered 
animal. When animal is slaughtered, the decomposing cells and partly oxidized waste matter, 
which are normally in the blood and tissues of muscles, are left in the flesh. Moreover, when the 
excretion and circulation of the slaughtered animal are suddenly stopped, the muscle cells which 
still live for some hours, continue to produce animal poison; and since there is no circulation to 
throw it out, it accumulates in the meat which is swallowed by man. Thus man invites diseases 
through flesh-eating. 

Diet produces great effect on man s temperament. Non-vegetarian food makes man lustful, 
revengeful, wrathful, fierce, furious, ferocious, hardhearted, savage, brutal and barbarian; while 
vegetarian diet makes him kind, cool, compassionate, contented, soft, sober, civil and serene. 
Flesh-eaterDs heart is as hard as stone, while vegetarianDs heart is as soft as velvet. Flesh-eaterDs 
brains is like a furnace full of flames. VegetarianDs brains is like a fountain from where pleasant 
jets of cool water spring forth. Flesh-eater believes in violence, destruction and devastation; while 
vegetarian believes in non-violence, construction and creation. His heart throbs with warmth of 
selfless love for all fellow-creatures. 

He who slaughters tongue-tied dumb creatures, who are faithful friends of men, in prosperity as 
well as adversity, just to fill his stomach, commits the most heinous sin

2. FLESH-EATING IN BIIBLE 

Holy Bible does not forbid flesh-eating. According to Bible, one can eat the flesh of ruminating 
animals, which have cloven (cleft or cracked) hoof and chew the cud. 

141.133. Whatsoever parteth the hoof, and is clovenfooted, and cheweth the cud, 
among the beasts, that shall ye eat.D 

- Leviticus, 11/3 

The swine has cloven (cleft) hoof, but it does not chew the cud, hence its flesh is forbidden : 

142. D7. And the swine, though he divide the hoof, and be clovenfooted, yet he 
cheweth not the cud; he is unclean to you.D

Among the animals living in the waters, one can eat the flesh of the animal having fins and scales :

Among the fowls and creepers, one can eat the flesh of those birds and four-footed creepers which 
can leap upon the earth with their legs and feet:

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HUMAN SACRIFICE IN BIBLE NON-VIOLENCE IN 
VEDAS 

1. HUMAN SACRIFICE IN BIBLE 

(i) Human beings etc. once offered for sacrifice, will surely be killed 

Biblical God gives clear-cut law governing human sacrifice in the Holy Bible saying whatever is 
offered to God, whether it is human being or animal or field, cannot be sold, reclaimed or 
recovered, it belongs to God. If an offering of a human being is made to God, the man, who is 
offered to God for sacrifice, cannot be reclaimed and recovered, i.e. he cannot be redeemed and 
rescued. He shall surely be sacrificed at the altar. In other words, he shall surely be killed as an 
offering to God. Read the following two verses : 

Notwithstanding no devoted thing, that a man shall devote unto the Lord 
of all that he hath, both of man and beast, and of the field of his possession, shall be 
sold or redeemed, every devoted thing is most holy unto the Lord.D

146. 129. None devoted, which shall be devoted of men, shall be redeemed; but 
shall surely be put to death. □

The blood sacrifice in Bible infuriated George Bernard Shaw, the famous playwright, critic and 
essayist, who was awarded the Nobel Prize for literature in 1925, to such an extent that he declared 
fearlessly that Bible should be buried and Prayer Book should be burnt, because it is saturated with 
blood sacrifice beyond all possible revision. He states : 

No longer ago than the end of the nineteenth century Stewart Headlam, a clergyman, 
got into trouble with his ecclesiastical superiors by saying that what the Church needs 
is to bury the Bible for a hundred years, and let it then be discovered for what it really 
is. I cannot agree that we should bury the Bible only; we should burn the Prayer Book 







also. It is saturated with blood sacrifice beyond all possible revision; and its constant 
reiteration of \J through Jesus Christ our LordU grows more and more unbearable by its 
essential falsehood. □—

In obedience to this law of Biblical God, Jephthah, the victorious hero of war, burnt his daughter 
When Jephthah returned to his home Mizpeh, his daughter came out to receive him by playing 
timbrel and dancing. She was his only child. When Jephthah saw her, he tore his clothes in agnoy 
and said to her, C Alas ! Oh my daughter ! You have put me to trouble ! I have given a word to God. 
I cannot go back.fi The daughter replied to her father, Dlf you have given a word to the Lord, do to 
me in accordance with your word given to God, and fulfil your vow to make an offering of me to 
your Lord. □ Here are the two verses in this connection 

150. D35. And it came to pass, when he saw her, that he rent his clothes, and said, 


Alas, my daughter! thou hast brought me very low, and thou art one of them that 
trouble me; for I have opened my mouth unto the Lord, and I cannot go back.fi

151. D36. And she said unto him, My father, if thou hast opened thy mouth unto 
the Lord, do to me according to that which bath proceeded out of thy mouth; □ □ □

There was a famine during the regime of king David for three consecutive years. David enquired of 
the Lord regarding the cause of famine. The Lord answered that none but Saul was responsible for 
famine, because it was he who slew the Gibeonites. The king David handed over seven children of 
Saul into the hands of the Gibeonites, and they hanged them on the hill before the Lordfi □ 
Thereafter God stopped famine and bestowed bliss on the land. In this connection, the readers are 
requested to peruse all the fourteen verses of chapter 21 of II Samuel. Here I am presenting only 
three verses as under : 

152. ml. Then there was a famine in the days of David three years, year after year; 
and David inquired of the Lord. And the Lord answered, It is for Saul, and for his 
bloody house, because he slew the Gibeonites. □

153. D6. Let seven men of his sons be delivered unto us, and we will hang them up 
unto the Lord in Gibeah of Saul, whom the Lord did choose.

Biblical God commanded Abraham to sacrifice his only son Isaac, and Abraham was ready to take 
the knife to slay his son. The order was revoked, but the text of Holy Bible led later on hundreds of 
gullible followers to commit murder of their innocent children. I am presenting here only three 
relevant verses as under 


155. 112. And he (God) said, Take now thy son, thine only son Isaac, whom thou 
lovest, and get thee into the land of Moriah; and offer him there for a burnt 
offering upon one of the mountains which I will tell thee of. 3

2. NON-VIOLENCE IN VEDAS 

Vedic religion (Hindu religion) revolves round the axis of non-violence. Wft Erf: (non¬ 

violence is the supreme religion) is the motto of Vedic philosophy. Holy Vedas do not approve of 
violence. Sacrifice of human beings or animals at the altar or in the fire is abhorrent and 
abominable in Vedic religion.

To live is to give - give what ? Love. To live is to love. To love man is to love God. Where there is 
love and compassion, there God dwells. If you expect mercy and love from God, love His human 
beings whether they are theists or atheists, black or brown, rich or poor. The mystic poet William 
Blake expresses the same idea in his poem, □ The Divine ImageU : 

□ And all must love the human form 
In heathen, Turk, or Jew 
Where Mercy, Love and Pity dwell 
There God is dwelling too. □

According to Hindu (Vedic) philosophy, neither violence nor warfare, but welfare of mankind is the 
ultimate goal of religion.

178. D14. Is any sick among you? let him call for the elders of the church; and let 
them pray over him, anointing him with oil in the name of the Lord; □

If the elders of the church can cure any sick man by anointing him with oil, then all hospitals must 
be closed, and all qualified doctors should change their profession and learn to become churchmen. 
Alas ! this unscientific teaching has caused innumerable deaths in the families of the illiterate 
gullible people. 

Today educated people fully know that a disease is not caused by devil and it can be cured only by 
doctors, not by the elders of the church. Had the sick man been cured by Dthe elders of the 
church I , Christian missionaries would not have established hospitals with qualified doctors. Their 
own action in establishing the hospitals contradicts the precept of the Holy Bible.

(iv) Ayurvedic medicines 

Ayurveda is the foundation stone of the ancient medical science of Aryavarta. It is considered by 
some scholars as Upaveda consisting of supplementary hymns illustrating the definite properties 
and uses of drugs and medicinal plants. The earliest description of medicinal plants and their 
precious uses is to be found in Rig Veda which is the oldest scripture in the world. 

Bharat is an emporium of medicinal plants, herbs and shrubs. Approximately more than seventy 
five per cent of drugs described in the British pharmacopoeia grow in India in a state of nature. 
Professor Greenish of the London School of Pharmacy rightly remarked, □ India, owing to the 
remarkable variations she possesses of climate, attitude and soil, is in a position to produce 
successfully every variety of medical herbs required by Europe. □ 

The pharmacists and physicians of the West have now begun to realise that indigenous herbs of 
India penetrate and probe into the root of the disease and cure the patient permanently. It was 
proclaimed with confidence by the ancient Indian physicians in Vedic era. The following mantra of 
Rig Veda bears testimony to it

Printing it in a common language for common people was 
punishable by death. In England in the 1520s, William Tyndale sought permission to 
translate the New Testament into English so that Devery plowboyD might read it.

He 
completed translation and smuggled copies back to England - where they were seized 


and burned by Catholic bishops. Tyndale eventually was captured in Antwerp by 
Catholic authorities, who tried him for heresy and had him strangled and burned . C —

I do not myself feel that any person who is really profoundly 
humane can believe in everlasting punishment. Christ certainly as depicted in the 
Gospels did believe in everlasting punishment, and one does find repeatedly a vindictive 
fury against those people who would not listen to His preaching. □—

2. VEDIC DOCTRINE OF SALVATION FOR ALL VIRTUOUS PEOPLE

Their 
children were sold as slaves. Hindu temples were destroyed, and in their places churches were 
built. If, after independence, Hindus treat them in the same manner, would they like ? The Hindus, 
who are the Aryans (the noblest), would never indulge in such barbarous activities. Is it not a 
matter of shame that Francis Xavier, who was responsible for the establishment of the □ Holy 
Inquisition of Goa/, under which Hindu women were raped and burnt alive and Hindu temples 
were demolished, is canonized as saint, and Christian schools and colleges in Bharat are established 
in his name ? 

Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru writes about □ Inquisition, the terrible weapon of Roman Church/ in 
his book □ Glimpses of World History/ as under : 

/About this time, the Inquisition that terrible weapon which the Roman Church forged 
to crush all who did not bow down to it, was established in Spain. Jews, who had 
prospered under the Saracens, were now forced to change their religion, and many were 
burnt to death. Women and children were not spared. □— 

Pandit Nehru further states : 

□ The Church started the reign of violence in religion, formally and officially, in 1233, 
by starting what is called □The Inquisition/. This was a kind of court which inquired 
into the orthodoxy of people/s beliefs, and if they did not come up to the standard, 
their usual punishment was death by burning. There was a regular hunt for □ heretics □ 
and hundreds of them were burnt at the stake. Even worse than this burning was the 
torture inflicted on them to make them recant. Many poor unfortunate women were 
accused of being witches and were burnt. □— 





UAll over the country the Inquisition flourished and the most horrible tortures were 
inflicted on so called UhereticsU. From time to time great public festivals were 
arranged when batches of these UhereticsU men and women were burnt alive on huge 
pyres in the presence of the king and royal family and ambassadors and thousands of 
people. Autos-da-fe, acts of faith, these public burnings were called. Terrible and 
monstrous all this seems. The whole history of Europe of this period is so full of 
violence and horrible and barbarous cruelty and religious bigotry as to be almost 
unbelievable. □—

The victims of the Holy Inquisition included Galileo who was imprisoned for life, and another 
astronomer Giordano Bruno, who was burnt at the stake. It is worth noting here that Lady Teresa 
justified the Inquisition of Galileo. 

Sita Ram Goel quotes Colonel James Todd in his Introduction to first Indian reprint of □Women, 
Church and State □ authored by Ms Matilda Joslyn Gage, as under : Commenting on the horrible 
atrocities-massacres of population, burning of villages, capture of young males and females for sale 
as slaves, plunder of property-committed by the Portuguese in 1532 and 1549 on Hindus living in 
the coastal areas of Saurashtra, Colonel James Todd had observed : 

.0 It would perhaps be fortunate for Christianity, if the historic muse in India were mute, 
as many have endeavoured to prove her to be, since atrocities like these are alone 
sufficient to have scared the Hindus from all association with her creed.

This is the finest piece of text for Christians in Holy Bible. I earnestly desire that all the Christians 
of the world must act and behave in accordance with this sermon of Christ. If they do so, the world 
will be transformed into heaven. But History bears testimony that Christian rulers of Goa acted and 
behaved quite contrary to above sermon. The d Holy Inquisition of Goa\Z, which was, in the words 



of Dr. Justice M.B. Niyogi, □ unholy and wicked institution , perpetrated innumerable atrocities

on both Christians and non-Christians. It proved the worst of its kind, established anywhere. 11 ^ 

Shrimad Bhagavad Gita admonishes the Hindus to kill the evil (not innocent), while Bible 
instructs the Christians in the above verse not to resist evil and give left cheek to the man who 
strikes on your right cheek. Had the Hindus and the Christians acted in accordance with the afore¬ 
mentioned respective sermon of their respective Holy Books (Gita and Bible), the map of the world 
would have been different. That is, Bharat would not have been conquered, captured and held 
under tyrannical yoke of slavery by the British, and Hindu Rajya (Ram Rajya) would have been 
established in most of the countries of the world. But alas ! Hindus ignored the sermon of Gita and 
acted in accordance with the above sermon of Bible, while Christians ignored the said sermon of 
Bible and acted according to the above sloka of Gita negatively i.e. they took sword not only 
against the evil (as admonished by Gita) but also against the virtuous {i.e. followers of Gita).

Christ also declared in the New Testament (Matthew, 10/34) that he has come not for peace but to 
wield a sword. He also says in another chapter of the New Testament (John, 15/6) that one who 
does not seek shelter in him, will be thrown like a withered branch of tree fit to be burnt in fire. 
Hence I come to the conclusion that the afore-mentioned quotation of □ offering left cheek to one 
who slaps on the right one/3 is meant only for Christians while treating their co-religionists {i.e. 
Christians). It is not meant for non-Christians. It is not put into action, when Christians deal with 
non-Christians. The other two quotations quoted above are mostly practised while dealing with 


non-Christians. My conclusion is confirmed by Jesus Christ Els doctrine of damnation for those 
who do not believe in tenets of Christianity. Christ categorically says in the New Testament (Mark, 
16/16) that he who believes and is baptized, shall be saved, while he who does not believe (in Christ 
and Christianity) shall be damned. The Old Testament is full of instances of damnation, death and 
destruction for the so called non-believers. 

The Holy Bible consists of two parts : the first part is called the 2 Old TestamentO, which is full of 
instances of slaughter and massacre of innocent persons because of their only fault that their mode 
of worship was different. The second part is known as the □ New TestamentO* Most of the 
Christians base their religion (Christianity) only on the teachings of the £3 New Testament// and 
disown the Hebrew part (the Old Testament) of Holy Bible. If they really disown the first part of 
the Bible, why do they riot exclude it from she text ? Authorised (King James) version of the Holy 
Bible printed in U.S.A. in 1979 contains both Old and New Testaments. All versions of Holy Bible 
contain both the parts. There is a deep connection between the Old Testament and the New which, 
taken together, form the complete Bible. St. Augustine corroborates it by saying : 

□ The New Testament lies hidden in the Old and the Old is made manifest in the New. □

203. E44. But I say unto you, Love your enemies, bless them that curse you, do 
good to them that hate you, and pray for them which despitefully use you, and 
persecute you;E

What a line sermon it is ! I wish all Christian missionaries, all Christian countries and all Christian 
ruling politicians must act in accordance with above sermon of Christ. An idea is fine only when it 
is put into action, because life is made of actions, not wishful thinking. If the actions of followers 
of a particular cult are quite contrary to what they preach, what is the use of their preaching ? 

It seems that Christian missionaries have ignored the aforementioned positive sermon of Christ and 
have adopted and executed his negative precepts. Here is one more negative and destructive 
utterance of Jesus Christ, which nullifies the above sermon. He says : 

204. E27. But those mine enemies, which would not that I should reign over them, 
bring hither, and slay them before me.ft

It is astonishing that at one place (Matthew, 5/44) Jesus Christ admonishes to love and bless your 



enemies and pray for them, while at another place he orders his followers to bring those enemies, 
who did not wish him (Christ) to rule over them, before him and slay them in his presence.

His mercy 
showers on all persons irrespective of caste, colour, creed and community. He makes the sun shine 
on both good persons as well as bad, and showers rain on all whether they are just or unjust.

The above two verses are excellent, but the same are nullified by Christ himself when he says in the 
New Testament (Matthew, 10/35) that he came to the earth to create rift between father and son, 
mother and daughter, mother-in-law and daughter-in-law. The Old Testament which is owned up 
and confirmed by Jesus Christ goes one step further when it admonishes Dto kill your own brother, 
your own son, your own daughter and your wife if they entice you to serve other gods. 
(Deuteronomy, 13/6-10) 

(iv) A nation shall not draw sword against a nation 

Here is a very fine passage in Holy Bible which exhorts nations not to draw swords against one 
another, but to beat their swords into plough shares and their spears into pruning hooks 

209. D4D □ and they shall beat their swords into plowshares, and their spears into

The above-mentioned nice sermon of non-violence is nullified by Jesus Christ s advice to his 
followers in the New Testament to buy a sword by selling their garments even, if they have no 
money (Luke, 22/36).

According to Charles Smith, the editor 
of □ Truth Seeker , three hundred thousand persons, being accused of witchcraft, have been killed 
in Europe on the basis of following Biblical verse :

when, instead of having young children accused of witchcraft burned, he had only 
sentenced them to be flogged, while they watched their parents burn.

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BIBLE ESTABLISHES SLAVERY, VEDAS PREACH

1. BIBLE ESTABLISHES SLAVERY

The afore-mentioned three verses indicate categorically that followers of Bible do not treat non¬ 
believers (heathens, pagans) as their equal brothers, but inferior men and women fit to be permanent 
slaves, who can be purchased and also inherited for future children. Will the Christian members of 
organisation like Human Rights Commission approve of the above verses of Holy Bible ?

According to these judgments, a Hebrew 
servant can be freed after he has served his master for six years. But during the period of six years, 
if his master has given him a wife, and she has born him sons or daughters, the wife and her 
children shall be her masterDs property and he shall go out alone by himself Here are the six 
verses : 

217. Cl. Now these are the judgments which thou shalt set before them.D

The above verse of the New Testament ordains the slaves to serve with all fear not only their gentle 
masters, but also perverse and harsh ones - that too in the name of God, the Saviour ! With all this, 
will Christian missionaries boast that Christianity believes in equality of men ?

And we took all his cities at that time, and utterly destroyed the men, 
and the women, and the little ones, of every city, we left none to remain: □
